The long report of the Georgia teachers, 
which we gave yesterday, should be read 
ind preserved by every reader of Tn Con- 
sTiTUTION. It presents this matter of fre 
education in itg proper light. It is by the 
ablest educators in Georgia, men worthy of 
all honor for their worth and knowledge. 

These gentlemen, after a most thorough 
examination of the subject, propose some 
amendments to the present law, which, if 
added, will perfect the present school system. 
We trust that the Legislature will act on the 
suggestion in this report, and not abolish the 
present school system, but engraft on it the 
improvements suggested by the committee 
of teachers.

Che system is faulty, but that is no reason It 
should be done away with.

We give io another column to-day the 
memorial of a large number of teachers fn 
Floyd county, who ask for pay for their ser- 
vices. They are entiticd to it. 

We trust that the Legislature will proceed 
carefully in this matter.

GENTLEMEN—On the 7th day of January 
last, 1861, the citizens of Floyd county elected 
» County Board of Education and Boards of 
Trustees, together with a County Commis- 
sioner, to exceute a Jaw pissed by the last 
Levislature, and approved October 13, 1870, 
entitled “An act to establish a system of pub- 
lic instruction.” 

In pursuance of sections ninctecn and forty 
of said act, the officers clectéd by the people 
it the time, and in the manner prescribed by 
law, proceeded, a8 carly after their organiza 
Lion as practicable, to institute the conunon 
schools of this county. The county has had, 
during the year, seme sixty public schools in 
operation, presided over by faithfel and effi 
cient teachers. Many of these teacbers gave 
up private schools that paid them a much 
larger salary, and took charge of free schools 
inorder to give those who were unable to 
pay tuition an opportunity to avail them 
wlyes of the provision made by the State for 
educating her children. That the teacher: 
ind officers of this couniy performed their 
work faithfully and thoroughly, we need but 
refer you to Hon. J. TR. Lewis, State Com 
missioner, who has the annual report of this 
county in his bands, and who has commented 
thereon must approvingly, both privately 
and publicly. 

And now with these preliminarics, we 
come to the matter mainly occasioning this 
uddiress or ayypenl. Many of the teachers of 
this county, both male and female, live by 
their profession, (aml a highly honorable one 
it is,) having no other income, Thelaw pro 
vides for the maintenance of these common 
achools for at least three months in the vear 
The three months were taught out some time 
wo, but up to this date no officer or teacher 
f this county has received a dollar by way 
of compensation for sacrifices made. And 
this appeal for justice would not even new be 
made bat from the fact that semi-official in 
formation has reached this county from the 
State Treasurer, that no money is in hand to 
pay this just debt, though funds have been 
accumulating for some years back for public 
education. 

in view of this state of facts we earnestly 
appeal to you, our immediate Representa. 
tives, to use your best efforts to have the 
fands, justly belonging to the common schools 
of Georgia, and the tenchers who have taught 
them, restored to the Treasury; or if the law 
is repealed, 2s is contemplated, to have made 
an appropriation to cover the debts already 
contracted under it. Wemake this appeal, 
not only in behalf of some sixty teachers of 
this county, but it might properly be made in 
behalf some two thousand or more of the 
same kind of unfortunates in other parts of 
the State. 

Among the most sober, intelligent and law- 
abiding citizens of Georgia, may be numbered 
her faithful teachers, and the State cannot 
afford to act in bad faith with such.
